Preface 


The White House grounds and gardens are a living monument. The 
landscape character has evolved through many administrations, covering 
a span of nearly 200 years. In these grounds and gardens the seasonal 
changes are continual and the annual improvements unending. 

It is, therefore, important to document for future generations one of the 
most famous gardens in the world. This booklet records for posterity the 
image of the White House grounds during the term of the Bush 
administration, 1988 to 1992. It supplements previous volumes published 
for 1976-1980, 1980-1984, and 1984-1988.

1988-1992 




North Panel 

1989 An American elm, a seedling of the John Quincy 
Adams elm, was removed in October due to severe 
decline caused by an untreatable leaf scorch disease. 
Section 2 /Tree 15 

1991 In July, an American elm was removed because of 
Dutch elm disease. A National Park Service American 
elm selection, 502, was planted as a replacement. 
Section 4/Tree 6 

1991 A Chinese lacebark elm was planted in section 4 near 
the location where a yellowwood was removed in 1988. 
This elm from Dangerfield nursery is a Horace Westor 
selection. Section 4/Tree 7 

1991 A fern-leaf beech on the east bank of section 4 was 
removed after a long period of general decline. It was 
replaced in the spring with another fern-leaf beech. The 
adjacent osmanthus hedge was replaced during the soil 
renovation of this area. Azaleas were added, and the 
remaining hillside azalea planting was supplemented. 
Section 4/Tree 16 

1991 During the renovation of the pedestrian walk on the 
north grounds driveway, large Japanese yews were 
removed. Ten young specimen Japanese yews from 
Waynesboro Nursery in Virginia were planted on 
September 5 and 6 to replace the yews on the east and 
west sidewalk. Section 2/1-5, Section 4/1-5 

1991- Two cockspur hawthorns on the bank of the east 

1992 tradesman entrance were removed when they were 
shaded out by maturing adjacent beech trees. A 
Washington hawthorn in the same area died and was 
replaced by two Winter King hawthorns in May 1992. 
Section 4/Trees 20, 31, and 32 

1992 In May, the small-leaf Japanese holly hedge along the 
fence on the east bank was replaced with young 
vigorous plants of the same cultivar. Section 4/ 
Shrub 11 


1992 A Chaenomeles japonica, Japanese flowering quince, 
dated from 1935 was removed due to decline. The 
chaenomeles on the east side of the fountain was 
removed, and young vigorous Japanese flowering 
quince were planted in both locations to balance the 
spring display near the north fountain. Section 3 

1992 In August 1992 a northern red oak was removed due 
to sudden death caused by armellaria fungal blight. 
Section 3 /Tree 1 

1992 A European linden was blown down in August 1992, 
during a violent summer thunderstorm. A count of the 
growth rings confirmed the age of the tree to be 152 
years old. This dates the remaining north grounds 
European lindens to a similar age. Section 3/Tree 8 


Middle Panel 

1989 A Mary Potter crab apple was removed due to fire 
blight and decline; it was replaced with a young Mary 
Potter. Section 6/Tree 20 

1989 Due to root competition, a willow oak planted in 1986 
was removed. Removal ensured the health of 
surrounding plantings. Section 8/Tree 2 

1989 A purple beech planted in 1986 had been in decline for 
several years and was removed during construction of 
the horseshoe pits. Section 8/Tree 14 

1989 During a construction project in 1989, the gray birch 
on the upper side of section 10 was removed. Section 
10 /Tree 1 
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Landscape Summary 


1989 President Bush planted a Patmore ash on May 17, 
1989, replacing a red ash removed in 1987. This tree 
was donated by the American Association of 
Nurserymen through Princeton Nursery, Princeton, 
New Jersey. Section 10 /Tree 18 

1989 During construction of the horseshoe pits, Helleri 
hollies were planted in an informal hedge and a 
yellow-fruited American holly was added for winter 
interest. Section 8 

1990 To launch the Billion Tree Initiative, President and 
Mrs. Bush planted a red and white combination eastern 
red bud on March 22, 1990. The tree came from 
Greenbriar Nursery, West Virginia, and 
commemorates the beginning of a program to plant a 
billion trees a year, achieving a goal of ten billion trees 
by the year 2000. Section 10/Tree 10 



1990 A commemorative small-leaved linden planted in 1937 
by President Franklin Roosevelt and King George VI 
was destroyed by a storm. On May 14, 1991, during 
a state visit, Queen Elizabeth II and President Bush 
planted a young small-leaved linden to replace the 
original tree. Section 9 /Tree 3 

1990 To improve the early spring display, a white fringe tree 
was planted near the cabana of the pool, echoing the 
color of a fringe tree on the opposite end of the pool. 
Section 8 /Tree 46 

1990 The southeast triangle area was renovated in 1990; 27 
new Exbury azaleas were planted and a crepe myrtle 
in poor health was removed. In addition, the elaeagnus 
planting surrounding the visitor building was 
replanted with young vigorous plants. Section 10 

1990 A horse chestnut in decline was removed in section 10. 
To add spring color, a Brandywine crabapple was 
planted in 1991 near a white pine planted by President 
Ford. Section 10/Trees 21 and 17 

1991 A Bloodgood Japanese maple was planted in the front 
of the holly hedge in section 8 in early spring. Section 
8/Tree 30 

1991 A Striped Beauty crab apple in the East Garden had 
become shaded out from the surrounding trees and was 
replaced with a Nellie Stevens holly in April. Section 
6 /Tree 14 

1991 The common lilac planting in the lower panel of section 
8 was renovated and replanted with young plants, as 
was the Roseum Elegans rhododendron planting in the 
triangle of the same panel. Section 8 

1991 A purple beech, removed due to decline, was replanted 
by President Bush on April 26, 1991, with Riversii 
beech. Section 9 /Tree 8 

1991 In fall 1991, the American elm planted by John Quincy 
Adams was removed. A count of the growth rings 
revealed the age to be 165 years old, confirming the 
original date of planting to be 1826. A grafted tree, 
propagated from the original elm, was planted in the 
same location by Mrs. Barbara Bush on December 5, 
1991. A seedling progeny of the John Quincy Adams 
elm planted nearby was removed due to severe scorch 
in 1992. Section 9/Trees 11 and 11A 


1991- The purple wintercreeper ground cover on the north 

1992 and south grounds was extensively damaged by voles 
feeding on the roots and stems. Large areas were 
replanted in the summers of 1991 and 1992. 

1992 The shrub plantings surrounding the Oval Office were 
replaced with young vigorous specimens in July. A 
Foster holly and convex-leaf hollies were planted to 
replace overly mature plants. Section 8 

South Panel 

1989- The south panel peripheral planting has been renovated 

1992 or augmented extensively during the last four years. 
The eastern flowering dogwood has been decimated in 
many areas by a new fungal blight, Discula 
anthracnose. Numerous dogwoods have been removed 
and will be replaced with the resistant cultivars. 
Doublefile viburnums and Roseum Elegans 
rhododendrons were removed due to senescence and 
replanted with young plants. Nellie R. Stevens hollies 
and American hollies were added along the east and 
west perimeter to augment open areas that developed 
as a result of maturing trees and older plants being 
replaced. Sections 11 and 12 

1989- Three flowering trees were replaced on the inside 

1992 perimeter to improve the spring display. A Brandywine 
crab apple and eastern redbud replaced diseased 
dogwoods, and a Chinese redbud replaced a redbud in 
decline. Section 12/Trees 43, 44, and 50 

1990 A green ash near the southeast gate was removed after 
succumbing to weather damage and age. It was 
replaced by a northern red oak. Section 12/Tree 6 

1991 A large red oak planted before 1900 was removed due 
to declining health. Section 11/Tree 1 

1991 Hally Jollivette flowering cherries in poor condition 
were replaced with Okame flowering cherries, an 
earlier, hardier selection. Section 11/Trees 48 and 
Section 12/Trees 54 and 56 

1992 The Camperdown elm on the southeast side of the 
fountain died and was replaced in March 1992 with a 
young Camperdown elm from Princeton, New Jersey. 
Section 11 /Tree 49 
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1989 Horseshoe Pits 

In 1989 a horseshoe pit was installed near the southeast 
end of the pool deck. A retaining wall was added, and 
the surrounding plantings were adjusted to 
complement the area. Middle Panel - Section 8 

1989 Flagstone Walks 

To correct the long-standing problem of turf damage 
associated with pedestrian traffic during special events 
in the Rose Garden, a flagstone walk was installed. This 
walkway connects the West Garden room entrance to 
the south driveway. In-house, Middle Panel - 
Section 7 . 

The Children's Garden entrance had a similar flagstone 
walk added at the same time to correct the turf problem 
in this area. In-house, South Panel - Section 12 



1990 West Executive Avenue 

The staff entrance at West Executive Avenue was 
redesigned to accommodate a new handicap ramp. 
During construction, pavers were added, drainage was 
corrected, and the canopy was extended to the curb line. 
Planters were placed at the entry to provide seasonal 
color. In-house, Brentwood, Middle Panel - Section 8 

1991 Basketball Court 

A partial basketball court was installed near the tennis 
court on the south grounds. In-house, Brentwood, 
South Panel - Section 12 

1991 Tennis Court 

A post tension concrete slab base tennis court was 
installed with a cushioned playing surface. Private 
contractor - Section 12 

1991 Putting Green 

A putting green was installed near the tennis court on 
the south grounds. Donated by a private contractor, 
Middle Panel - Section 9 

1991 Sidewalk Project 

The east section of the north grounds sidewalk was 
replaced from the north portico to the northeast gate, 
and new yews were planted along the north drive. 
In-house, in conjunction with a private contractor, 
North Panel - Section 4 

1992 Exterior Restoration 

The first phase of the exterior restoration project was 
completed with the removal of all paint from the 
exterior sandstone surfaces. Stone restoration was 
completed on the south portico, and work continued on 
the remaining south walls. Private contractor, 
Residence 

1992 Time Capsule 

A time capsule was dedicated and sealed on October 
13, 1992, to commemorate the 200th anniversary of the 
laying of the White House cornerstone. In-house, 
Brentwood, Middle Panel - Section 7 

1992 Slot Drains 

Slot drains were installed at gates A-l and B-12 to 
correct drainage problems on the east driveway. 
In-house, Brentwood, Middle Panel - Section 5 



1992 South Fountain Duck Cages 

When the President and Mrs. Bush were made aware 
that crows were killing the newly hatched mallard 
ducklings that had nested on the White House grounds, 
they requested something be done to protect the 
ducklings. White House carpenters built a protective 
cage for the ducklings until they were large enough to 
fend for themselves.
